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Claim Objections 



1 1 . The claims are objected to because they lack a proper introduction. The present 
Office practice is to insist that each claim must be the object of a sentence starting with 
"I (or we) claim", "The invention claimed is" (or the equivalent). MPEP § 608.01 (m). 



12. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 4, line 6: it appears -said- should be inserted before "axle means" to 
clarify the wording. 

Claim 5, line 1: "the upper bush" lacks antecedent basis; in line 2, which 
diameter is being referred to - the inner diameter of the bush 32 which abuts upper end 
16 1 of the axle or the outer diameter of the bush 32 which abuts hollow member 30? 



Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 



Claim 6, line 2: do the "upper and lower bushes" have any relationship to the 
bush at each end of the axle means as recited in claim 4?

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1 3. Each pending claim should be thoroughly reviewed such that these and any 
other informalities are corrected so the claims may particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention, as required by 35 
U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph. 



1 4. Claims 4-6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. § 112. 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The claims are deemed allowable over the prior art for the same reasons 
expressed in the IPER (Form 409) dated 26 SEP 1997.

The cited prior art discloses reaction driven centrifuges for separating particles 
out of oil.
